AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Health Occupations – State Board of Naturopathic Medicine 2 

 

FOR the purpose of establishing the State Board of Naturopathic Medicine; specifying 3 

the composition of the Board; specifying the terms of a Board member; requiring 4 

the Governor to appoint a new member, under certain circumstances, if a 5 

vacancy on the Board occurs; authorizing the Governor to remove a member of 6 

the Board under certain circumstances; requiring the Board to elect a chair and 7 

any other officers from among its members; requiring the Board to make certain 8 

determinations relating to its officers; specifying that a majority of the members 9 

then serving on the Board is a quorum; requiring the Board to determine the 10 

times and places of its meetings; specifying that a Board member is entitled to 11 

certain compensation and reimbursement; authorizing the Board to employ a 12 

staff under certain circumstances; authorizing the Board to adopt certain 13 

regulations and appoint certain committees; specifying the duties of the Board; 14 

establishing the State Board of Naturopathic Medicine Fund; authorizing the 15 

Board to set reasonable fees under certain circumstances; requiring the Board 16 

to pay the fees to the Comptroller and requiring the Comptroller to distribute 17 

the fees to the Fund; requiring the Fund to be used for certain purposes; 18 

specifying that the Fund is a continuing, nonlapsing fund, not subject to a 19 

certain provision of law; prohibiting unspent portions of the Fund from 20 

reverting to the General Fund; specifying that no other State money may be 21 

used to support the Fund, that a designee of the Board is to administer the 22 

Fund, and that money in the Fund may be used only for certain purposes; 23 

requiring the Legislative Auditor to audit the accounts and transactions of the 24 
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Fund; specifying that a person who gives information to the Board or otherwise 1 

participates in its activities has a certain immunity from liability; requiring, 2 

beginning on a certain date, certain individuals to have a certain license before 3 

practicing naturopathic medicine in the State; prohibiting the Board from 4 

discriminating against an applicant or licensee for certain reasons; requiring 5 

certain individuals to complete and submit to the Board a certain written 6 

attestation before practicing naturopathic medicine in the State; requiring the 7 

Board to maintain certain written attestations and make them available to the 8 

State Board of Physicians under certain circumstances; requiring certain 9 

individuals under certain circumstances to submit a new written attestation to 10 

the Board; requiring an individual to meet certain requirements to qualify for a 11 

license; authorizing the Board to waive certain examination requirements under 12 

certain circumstances; requiring an applicant to submit certain information to 13 

the Board and pay a certain fee; requiring the Board to issue a license to any 14 

applicant who meets the requirements of this Act; specifying that a license 15 

authorizes a licensee to order certain tests, order and perform certain 16 

examinations, and dispense, administer, order, prescribe, or perform other 17 

certain therapies, drugs, and medicines, and utilize certain routes of 18 

administration; specifying that a license does not authorize a licensee to 19 

prescribe, dispense, or administer certain substances or devices, perform certain 20 

procedures, use certain anesthetics, or take certain other actions; specifying 21 

that the Board may authorize a licensee to perform only certain procedures or 22 

prescribe certain drugs under certain circumstances; specifying the term of a 23 

license; requiring the Board to send certain information to licensees a certain 24 

time period before a license expires; requiring the Board to renew a license 25 

under certain circumstances; authorizing the Board to place a licensee on 26 

inactive status under certain circumstances; requiring the Board to issue a 27 

license to a naturopathic physician who is on inactive status under certain 28 

circumstances; requiring the Board to reinstate the license of a naturopathic 29 

physician who failed to renew the license under certain circumstances; 30 

prohibiting a licensed naturopathic physician from surrendering a license under 31 

certain circumstances; establishing the Naturopathic Formulary Council; 32 

specifying the membership of the Council; requiring the Council to establish a 33 

naturopathic formulary, transmit the formulary to the Board, and review the 34 

formulary under certain circumstances; prohibiting the formulary from 35 

including certain medicines or drugs and devices under certain circumstances; 36 

prohibiting a naturopathic physician from dispensing, administering, or 37 

prescribing certain drugs and devices unless the drug or device is included in 38 

the formulary; authorizing the Board to take certain disciplinary action against 39 

an applicant or a licensee for certain reasons; requiring certain persons to file a 40 

certain report with the Board within a certain time period; authorizing the 41 

Board to assess a certain monetary penalty on a person that fails to file a 42 

certain report; requiring the Board to investigate certain complaints; 43 

authorizing the Board to commence disciplinary action under certain 44 

circumstances; specifying that certain investigations, reports, and 45 

recommendations are confidential under certain circumstances; requiring the 46 

Board to give a certain individual an opportunity for a hearing before the Board 47 
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and to give certain notice and hold the hearing in accordance with certain 1 

provisions of law; authorizing a certain individual to be represented by counsel; 2 

authorizing the Board to issue subpoenas and administer oaths under certain 3 

circumstances; authorizing a certain court to take certain action against an 4 

individual who disobeys a subpoena from the Board or an order by the Board; 5 

authorizing the Board to hear and determine a matter, under certain 6 

circumstances; requiring certain individuals to pay certain costs under certain 7 

circumstances; requiring the Board to pass an order under certain 8 

circumstances; requiring the Board to expunge certain charges after a certain 9 

time period; requiring the holder of a license to surrender the license to the 10 

Board under certain circumstances; requiring the Board to return a license 11 

under certain circumstances; authorizing a person aggrieved by a decision of the 12 

Board to take certain action under certain circumstances; prohibiting the Board 13 

from reinstating a certain license under certain circumstances; requiring a 14 

licensed naturopathic physician to follow certain federal, State, and local laws; 15 

authorizing a licensed naturopathic physician to receive a certain fee; requiring 16 

a naturopathic physician to display a certain notice under certain 17 

circumstances; prohibiting an individual from practicing naturopathic medicine 18 

in the State without a license; prohibiting certain individuals from making 19 

certain representations to the public, using certain titles, and using certain 20 

initials; establishing a certain short title; specifying that this Act does not limit 21 

certain rights of certain individuals; specifying the purposes of certain 22 

provisions of this Act; requiring the Board to hold its first Board meeting within 23 

a certain time period after the Governor has appointed the initial Board 24 

members; providing for the terms of the initial Board members; stating the 25 

intent of the General Assembly regarding the initial funding of the Board; 26 

requiring the Board to reimburse the General Fund under certain 27 

circumstances; providing for the termination of this Act under certain 28 

circumstances; defining certain terms; providing for the construction of a certain 29 

provision of this Act; providing for the effective dates of this Act; and generally 30 

relating to the State Board of Naturopathic Medicine and the licensing of 31 

naturopathic physicians.

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 SECTION 4. 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the State Board of 1 

Naturopathic Medicine shall hold its first board meeting within 30 days after the 2 

Governor has appointed the initial members of the Board. 3 

 

 SECTION 5. 6. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That it is the intent of the 4 

General Assembly that the Governor provide funds in the fiscal year 2013 budget at a 5 

level sufficient to allow the State Board of Naturopathic Medicine to begin operating 6 

as a regulatory board, and when special funds become available for the regulation of 7 

naturopathic physicians, special funds shall be used to reimburse the General Fund 8 

for the cost of starting up the Board. 9 

 

 SECTION 7. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 3 of this Act shall 10 

take effect October 1, 2015.  11 

 

 SECTION 6. 8. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That , except as provided in 12
